MADE TO APPEAR 
SHORTER BY FOG 


Premature Darkness Between 
1 P. M. and 2:30 P. M. Due 


to Wetness and Sootiness. 

This is Dec. 21 and officially 
the shortest period of daylight in 
the year—but it is not supposed 
to be as short as it looks to per- 
sons in downtown St. Louis. The 
Weather Bureau insists the sun is 
shining. The blackness is caused 
by a mixture of fog and smoke. 

Daylight in St. Louis is not gov- 
erned by the sun, the Weather 
Bureau says. Factory chimneys, 
the relative humidity of the air 
and the velocity of the wind regu- 
late the daylight. If the chimneys 
are belching smoke, and the air 
is foggy and there is no wind 
darkness comes—sometimes at 
10 a. m., sometimes at noon, as it 
did today. 

The result of premature dark- 
ness here is a mixture of wetness 
and sootiness. Automobile head- 
lights and street car bull’s-eyes can 
scarcely penetrate it. Street car 
service between the hours of 1 p. 
m. and 2:30 p. m., today was se- 
riously impaired while automobile 
| traffic moved at snail’s pace. Toot- 
ing whistics, auto horns and clang- 
ing bells made the business district 
unusuaily roisy. 

Christmas shoppers did their 
buying by Metric ight and felt 
their way into street cars or auto- 
mobiles.

Cobb, Born in Kansas, Began 

Newspaper Work in Michigan. 

RANK IRVING COBB, born in 

Kansas, lived in Michigan as a 

boy, and his public’ school 
training was supplemented by a 
course in the State Normal School. 
His first newspaper work was in 
Grand Rapids, and he did his first 
regular editorial writing on the De- 
troit Evening News. He had had 
not quite 15 years’ experience in 
two Michigan cities, when the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, after an intensive 
study of the American newspaper 
field, selected him in 1904, to as- 
sist William Henry Merrill, then 
chief editorial writer of the World, 
and to succeed Merrill on his re- 
tirementy 

During most of his period of 
service with the World, Cobb was 
in charge of the editorial page, 
though the title of editor did not 
pass so long as Mr. Pulitzer lived. 

The period of Cobb's editorial di- 
rection included the World’s cam- 
paign against insurance corruption, 
in which Charles E. Hughes 
achieved his «first professional 
prominance; the second Roosevelt 
administration, in which the World 
came into conflict with the Presi- 
dent in the Panama Canal matter, 
and the President instituted an un- 
successful libel proceeding against 
The World; the momentous cam- 
paign of 1912, and much of the 
war period, as well as the post-war 
time, 

*" Drafted Into National Service. 

In October, 1918, he was drafted 
into the national service as a mem- 
ber of the House Commission on 
the Armistice: Conference, which 
later continued to serve through 
the preliminaries of the pecsce dis- 
cussion. During this service, in 
accordance with The World pol- 
icy, he was entirely dissociated 
from the service of The World. 

Of his service in Washington, 
and of his work after resuming 
the editorship, The World says in 
its obituary: 

Mr. Cobb’s relations with the 
great War President were only 
those ideal ones of frank friend- 
ship unhampered by official con- 
nectian which made plain speech 
possible, and he was for this rea- 
son, as well as for his greater ex- 
perience in national politics, one of 
Mr. Wilson's trusted advisers. 
Where The World differed from 
Mr. Wilson its columns never hesi- 
tated to make plain the fact, as 
when it criticised the retention of

“We understand that Carr had a 
special book of his own, kept un- 
der lock and key, in which he kept 
a record of his transactions.

“Carr has admitted irregularities 
aggregating approximately $34,000, 
all in the accounts of Richard H. 
Levy, manager of the Union Cen- 
tral Life Insurance Co. of Cincin- 
nati, with offices in the National 
Bank of Commerce Building here. 

“The irregularities were first 
discovered through a certificate of 
deposit for $4800 which had been 
issued by Carr to Levy. It appears 
this certificate was not entered 
upon the books of the bank. 

“Levy sent the certificate to a 
bank at Louise, Va. Later, when it 
was returned to the Chippewa 
Bank, it was learned there was no 
deposit on the books to cover it. 

“Carr was confronted with this 
matter, and the discovery of other 
irregularities followed.

The Monroe-Louisiana Carbon 
Co. was organized four years ago 
with a supposed capitalization of 
$3,000,000. Of this amount $909,- 
000 has been paid in, Binz stated. 
The company manufactures gas0- 
line and pure carbon at its plant 
in Louisiana, and has been paying 
1 per cent dividends a month to 
investors, according to Binz, Carr 
was one of the promoters. 

Binz denied knowledg2 of any 
other business incerest Carr might 
have, and said ne knew nothing 
of his financial affairs. 

Commissioner in Charge. 

Finance Commissioner Mill- 
spaugh and his assistant, Charles 
N. Gilles, whom Millspaugh placed 
in charge of the bank today, were 
at the Circuit Attorney’s office 
shortly before noon, but they said 
they were there to discuss matters 
relating to the prosecution of Don- 
ald W. Ross, former Deputy 
Finance Corgmissioner, who has 
been convicted on one charge of 
embezzlement from the closed 
Night and Day Bank, and who is 
under other similar charges. Mills- 
paugh and Gilles would say noth- 
ing as to the apparant amount of 
the Chippewa Bank’s loss. Another 
examiner is \assisting Gilles in his 
investigation of the Chippewa 
Bank's affairs. 

The fact that the Finance Com- 
missioner saw fit to close the bank 
indicates that its loss has been so 
great as to impair the $200,000 
capital stock. This means that the 
surplus and undivided profits must 
have been lost. The item of sur- 
plus and undivided profits of the 
Chippewa Bank appear, in the 
bank's latest statement, as $117.- 
763.20. 

Losses in excess of the surplus 
and undivided profits would fall on 
the capital stock, and, if they 
should be so great as to exhaust 
the capital stock, would fall next 
upon the deposits. 

The bank was organized in 1904, 
and had a large business clientele 
in the Broadway and Chippewa 
neighborhood. Its depositors in- 
cluded many industrial workers, 
home owners, street car men from 
the South Broadway sheds, police- 
men, and some 150 Lutheran theo- 
logical students of Concordia Semi- 
nary. 

The bank was not in*the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. It was an as- 
sociate member of the Clearing 
House Association, and cleared 
through the National Bank of

Stock Sold at Twice Par. 


The prosperity of the Chippewa 

Bank was shown by the fact that 
its stock has sold at more than 
twice the par value. The stock, of 
a par value of $100, has sold re- 
cently at $210, and has been paying 
an annual dividend of 12 per cent 
to stockholders, at the rate of 1 
per cent a month. 
Carr’s home in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, is on Lackland road, east of 
Ashby road, a short distance south 
of the Midland Valley Country 
Club, to which Carr belongs. The 
house, a two-story frame structure, 
is newly painted and has exten- 
sive porches. It stands on a slight 
rise of ground near the center of 
several acres of neatly-kept lawn 
decorated with cedar trees and 
shrubs.

The rural 
mail box at the gate bears the 
name, “J. S. Carr.” 


Bank Figured in Street Sprinkling 
Inquiry in 1922. 


The Chippewa Bank figured in 
the investigation of street sprin- 
kling contracts made by the Board 
of Public Service in Februry, 1922, 
which resulted in a demand for a 
grand jury investigation. Investi- 
gation by the Post-Dispatch at that 
time dislcosed all coatractors for 
sprinkling during 1921 had as- 
signed their claims to the bank. 

The Eyermann Construction Co., 
owned by Gottlieb Eyermann Jr., 
president of the Chippewa Bank, 
was one of six concerns whose con- 
tract was investigated. 


The bank collected $328,888 from 
the city, which amount, included 
$82,408, the total of contracts held 
by the Eyermann Construction Co. 
for 10 sprinkling districts in 1921. 
The contractors, including Eyer- 
mann, were questioned by the 
Board of Public Service, with a 
view to determjning whether there 
existed a pool of sprinkling con- 
tractors for the purpose of stifling 
competition agd upholding prices. 
The contractors denied existence of 
such a pool, but admitted existence 
of a sprinklers’ association, to 
which all belonged. 

The investigation resulting in ae 
mand for grand jury action, was 
made after the Board of Public 
Service had rescinded contracts for 
1922 sprinkling, awarded about 
Feb. 1, being convinced that the 
1922 bids ,averaging $534.34 a 
mile, or 15 per cent above the 192F 
average, were unreasonable. 

The grand jury did not investi- 
gate, it having been held by offi- 
cilals that street sprinkling was a 
service and not a commodity and 
therefore not subject to a grand 
jury investigation.

Now it is a fact, In St. Louls County, in 
the incorporated city of Webster Groves, 
that borders on the city limits of St. 
Louis, negroes are not allowed to settle 
amongst the white citizens. The negroes 
who are residents of Webster Groves are 
segregated, and very seldom cause any 
civil disturbance to the white citizen. 
Suppose the negroes of St. Louls decided 
with the assistance of about 1000 negro 
citizens of Webster Groves to break 
down a common law custom that ha’s 
been established\for years and asserted 
their constitutional rights with the ad- 
vice of the Republican white politician 
as in the case at Marlow, Ok., do you 
think white citizens who have invested 
their personal alth in modern up-to- 
date homes, would tolerate such social 
aspirations? 
* The solution to the race problem will 
be solved when Congress has the moral 
courage and foresight to enact a con- 
astitutional amendment segregating both 
whites and blacks in all incorporated 
villages and cities. Under such segre- 
gation theynegro would be entitled to 
political recognition on equal terms with 
the whites in proportioa to voting popu- 
lation. The negroes would be obliged to 
help themselves for the protection of 
their civil or political rights, and. would 
be free of politicat bondage to the white 
Republican politicans, who treat them 
as a race of political pawns.

OCRATES: I-take it you young men 
have read all about the debate on the 
Bible? 

Glaucon: Yes, Socrates. Is there some- 
thing you have in mind on the subject? 

Socrates: I am only hoping that not,;too 
much discredit is brought to the story of 
Jonah and the whale. I have often thought 
of that story in its relation to human na- 
ture, and I don’t believe we caw hope for 
any political science without its guidance. 
You know there are things of this sort. 

Polemarchus: Certainly. 

Socrates: Let us take the case of Santa 
Claus. There is no Santa Claus, but what 
would we do without him? 

Thrasymachus: It would be awful. 

Socrates: Of course it would. So, too, 
would it be terrible not to have the story 
of Jonah. The ways of providence are in- 
scrutable. We can’t make them out or sat- 
isfactorily relate ourselves to them. This 
is why the-churches are so torn by dissen- 
sion. There is just one thing we can do. 
When a storm rises we can blame One an- 
other and cast someone overboard. This 
is what was done in the case of Jonah. It 
happened a long time ago, but it is scien- 
tific. After thousands of years Wwe have 
not improved upon it as a fundamental of 
practical politics. 

Thrasymachus: Poor Jonah! 

Socrates: You may. well say so, but how 
many poor somebodies else have served in 
the very same way. There was Wilsonus. 
No man ever went to the whale more guilt- 
less of the storm than Wilsonus did, but 
what do you imagine the situation had been 
like if we had not thrown him overboard? 

Polemarchus: Quite so. The ship pos- 
sibly would have sunk. ‘ 

Socrates: Precisely. Finding a scape- 
goat is occasionally all that saves us. It is 
what buoys us up. Conscious of our own 
frailties, we can only bear up under them 
when the consequences of our aggregate 
folly are visited upon someone else. We see 
this rule of life operate all the time. We 
participate in it. We all lay hands upon 
Jonah and with a one-two-three cast him 
far out. This saves us from ourselves. It 
is one of the surest guides to safety that 
we have from the past.

I happen to know the firm in 
which she had been employed for 
many years as an earnest c¢con- 
scientious and honest bookkeep- 
er and clerk, and it is regretted 
that her efforts were not success- 
ful in bringing this individual to 
just retribution. 

This matter being brought to 
the attention of the policewomen, 
who now are working in the sub- 
way, and he may still be punished.

bie satisfaction I can have,” she 
concluded. 

This story seems to urge every 
man who has some regard for his 
mother’s sex to be ready to come 
to the rescue of such a girl when 
she appeals to him. 

No one can appreciate except the 
girl herself the trial that is hers 
in seeing a matter of this kind 
through to its conclusion. It would 
he much easier indeed for her to 
get away from the situation as fast 
as possible. 

“The fact that she goes to the 


trouble of defending womankind, ° 


especially the working women who 
travel in the subways, is commend- 
able to say the least. She deserves 
ell the help she can get. 

When these vulgar persons learn 
that there are men in the subghy 
who are alert and ready to help a 
young girl in distress, they will 
soon be wary about persisting in 
their horrible habits. 

These are pests in human guise 
that should be eliminated and the 
way to do it is to bring each and 
every one of them to justice so that 
the fear of law and man will be 
put in them at least, if they have
